Following refusal of the city council to 
ratify an agreement reached between 
Mayor Schroiber and officials of the 
Toledo Railway and Light 
company. 
providing for an increase in fares to 
take cars of the wage demands calling 
for a maximum of 60 cents an hour, 
the men voted to strike. All transpor- 
tation ceased at 4 o'clock this morning. 
the cars being aent into the barns. 
There will be no attempt to operate 
them with non-union men, officials of 
tha company said, 


Last night's meeting of council was 
a stormy one in which Mayor Schreib- 
er appealed to the aldermen to grant 
tbe fare increase in order tb keep the 
cars " moving. 
Sixteen 
councilmen 


voted and t«n of them* were 
against 


ratifying tbe agreement.

On May 30, 1919, when the war labor 


board granted the men another wage 
increase including the 
privilege of 


wearing the button, the cars again 
weea sent in. Five hours later they 
were again in operation.

On November 2, 1919, the 
voters 
were asked by Mayor Schrelber to vote 
on an ordinance ousting the company 
from the streets. The measure carried 
by a small majority and when the 
vote was counted officially Mr. Doherty 
spirited his conveyances 
out of the 
city and Into the state of Michigan 
after midnight where th#y remained 
until federal court action brought them 
back. 


More than 1200 men are. involved in 
the strike which is participated in al- 
so by the street electrical workers and 
shopmen. The car men have been re- 
ceiving 42. 44 and 46 cents an hour. 
The working agreement 
with the 


company expired on April 1. The scale 
agreed to by the mayor and company 
calls for 54. 56 and 60. cents. 
Under the triangular plan street car 


fares were to be increased from six 
cents and two- cents for a transfer to 
seven cents and two cents. 
The street car men's unions, which 


celled a strikf last night because a 
wag« increase is refused bv the com- 
pany without a higher fare, showed 
ao inclination to conciliate, and mem- 
bers of the council expressed the opin- 
ion that It would be a fight to the 
finish. 
Observers are predicting a long sus- 
pension of trolley service. 
.Federal Judge Killits. who was re 
•ponslble for restoring service late last 
year after the cars were 
Idle for a 
month, returned to the city during the 
morning but had no plans to bring an 
•nd to the dispute. 
The second trolley tie-up in Toledo 
within a year came on a bright morn- 
ing which enabled many citizens to 
walk to work. Some motor buss** 
were running but the number was far 
from adequate to meet the demand for 
transportation.

Wilson's note to the allies intimating 
that the Turks must get out of Europe, 
came as a shock to all Turkish parties. 
Several brief dispatches asserting Mr. 
Wilson adherred to that position had 
been printed here under Paris and Lon- 
don date lines, but until particulars of 
:he note appeared in local newspapers, 
Turks were unwilling to believe. Mr. 
Wilson's note appeared in a slightly 
censored form which made the position 
of the United States seem harsher on 
:he Turks than it appeared in the full 
text of the communication. 


The note was equally displeasing to 


:he Greeks who were much offended at 
:he American president's apparent un- 
willingness to grant their claims to a 
arge district about Smyrna and his in- 
sistence that Adrianople be given to 
.he Bulgarians.

\aron A. Ferris, with offices in the 
Newark Trust company has filed a 
jrlef In the Supreme Court of the 
United States at Washington. 


The petition is filed by Ferris as a 
friend of the court" and "in the public 
Interest." He attacks the constitution-

ment. The brief says: 
"Counsel approaches the argument 


of the case now before the Court with 
he -profound conviction th.it the decisi- 
on of the Court may determine the 
question as to the continuance of rep- 
resentative form of government, as that 
orm of government was intended and 
framed b ythe authors of the constitu- 
tor. 
"The Court's decision may work the

public interest.

was tiampled 


upon by wrong and there was no jus- 
tice. As' a result laws were made re- 
quiring individuals to submit their dis- 
putes to courts. Justice v.-as not always 
done. Often these courts made blun- 
dering decisions. 
But it \vas 
recog- 


nized that on the whole suffering and 
wrong were prevented. 


This principle should apply also to 


differences between groups of people, 
such as are involved in the ordinary- 
labor -trouble. 
Strikes are essentially 


•warfare. 
The results*do not 
secure 


justice. .Many unjust claims have been 
won in this way-rand many just claims 
have tailed because the employer proved 
the stronger. 


If such methods of violence affected 


only employer and employe they might 
be tolerated. But they affect the whole 
public, they stop production of the ne- 
cessities' of life, upset 
business 
and 


even threaten life itself. 
If the nation 


has a right to protect itself from any 
peril, it has a right to protect itself 
from thisy 


A very interesting experiment is un- 


der way in Kansas; in its new indus- 
trial court, for adjudicating such dis- 
putes affecting public safety. 
This le 


applying to industry" the old principl* 
that disputants should submit quart els 
to impartial authority. 
Those who do 


hot wish to 1o this, should go into some 
other line of business, the stoppage of 
•which will not threaten public safety. 
Many proyresshe employers will wel- 
come such relief from industrial war. 
and many workers will be glad to have 
a public authority always on the job to 
set that they get, the square deal.

Many drivers fltll to pay any attention 
to their spark control levers, and then 
wonder why there is a bad knocking 
in the engine when the car slows down 
a hill. This knocking is what is 


known as a spark knock. When on a 


K hill, a driver wishing to get all the 
v power out of his engine possible, opens 
I his throttle wide, with the result that 
the explosion is a very powerful one. 
The engine, however, has slowed down 
considerably and if the spark lever is 
advanced, it is probable that the spark 
have come in the cylinders and 


he gases have been fully ignited be- 
:or the now slowly moving piston has 
reached top center. The force of the 
•Iexplosion will, therefore, try to make 
lithe piston go backward, or, in other 
I1 words, reverse the direction of revolu-

A dry cell will yield! a current having 
a pressure of 1% vptts, this pressure 
not being affected bjr tt& size, as a small 
vest pocket cell will have the same volt- 
age as one Of th size of a barrel would 
have.

face has found so much favor with 
w omen of all sorts and conditions that 
it is still a feature of the vast ma- 
jority of the «ew hats, whether their 
brims are broad or only an inch wide. 
These brims ire frequently embroid- 
ered or trinia»d with flower petals or 
sprays of'flowWs. 


Use Fruit and Vegetables. 


Large turbans are not unusual, and 


all manner of little toques and berets 
have made their appearance in their 
accustomed manner. Among these are 
extraordmaiy embroideries in brightly 
dyed straws and applied silken figures, 
the latter outlined with a gay Chinese; 
cord. A curious decoration makes a! 
thing of wonder of a soft full beret inj 
gray blue ratine. The color is pro-i 
ctaced by sprinkling the surface with 
pears, peaches, plums and cherries in 
soft yellow leather, painted in the 
most realistic manner by hand. The 
vines and leaves which connect these 
products of the orchard are worked in 
colored raffia. 


Contrary to the usual practice, the 


early spring models are frequently 
flower trimmed, and extraordinary 
fruits and even vegetables are to find 
favor, the latter of course on sport 
hats. Large flat flowers are applied 
to the entire surface of a hat or flower 
petals may decorate the upturned 
brim. Little rosebuds border a close 
fitting toque of blue straw and two 
discs are solidly packed with roses 
over the ears, thus proclaiming itself 
an Egyptian hat.

POURING RAIN 


Politicians iu Uruguay 


to Settle Differences; a 
Newspaper E d i t o r Is 
Killed. 


Montevido. Uruguay. 
April 2.—Po- 
litical excitement prevails in this city 
tonight us a result of, the death of 
Washington 
Beltran. editor 
of 
the 


newspaper El Pals, in a duel with for- 
mer President Joso Batlley 
Ordnes 
this morning. 


The .Nationalist party has called a 


meeting of its leaders and the cham- 
ber of deputies held a meeting tonight. 
the Nationalists accused the "Batllis- 
tes," the party headed by the former 
president, of frauds. 
This organiza- 


tion is a section of the Coloradist par- 
ty which is at present in political con- 
trol here and Beltrun's newspaper in 
an editorial discussing 
the 
elections 


filled Batlle the "champion of fraud." 
It was this utterance that led to the 
fatal duel. 


The opponents met 
on a football 


field in the midst of a pouring rain 
storm. Senator Lionel 
Aguirre 
and 


Deputy 
Francisco 
Larreta as 
Bel- 


tran's seconds while Deputies Oviedp 
Ferdenaz Rios and Francisco Ghigh- 
liani acted in a similar capacity for 
Ha tile. 
Dr. Domingo Veracierto, sec- 
retary of the chamber of deputies, was 
master of ceremonies. 


The duelists waited for three hours, 


hoping the rain would cease, and at 
last Senor Veracieto notified them he 
would give them five minutes in which 
to begin. Because of the rain the two 
men decided to 'keep on their hats but 
Beltran changed his straw hat for a 
felt, so that both might be on even 
terms. 


Standing 25 paces apart, the duelists 
were given the word 
to 
fire, 
both 


missing on the first exchange. 
Before 
Beltran* could fire a second shot, he 
was struck by a bullet from Batlle's 
nistol and sank to the ground mortally 
wounded. 
The body was taken 
to the 
stafe 


headquarters of the 
National 
party, 


where it is lying in state tonight. 
There is a law against duelling in 


Uruguay, but it is said that one of the 
conditions agreed to by Beltran and 
Batlle was that neither would prose- 
cJte the other in case of injury. Duels 
ar° infrequent in this country. 


Batlle, who was twice president of 


Uru.euay and now a member of the na- 
tional administration council voluntar- 
ily give himself up to the police fol- 
lowing an order by the state prosecutor 
for his arrest, as well as that of the 
doctors, seconds and other persons con- 
nected with the duel. He is being held 
in the community of a police station, 
and will be interrogated Saturday. 


The chamber of deputies at a special 


session late tonight unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution according an annual 
pension of $3.000 to Betran's widow. 
The chamber also sent a message of 
sympathy to the widow. Betran's fam- 
ily has requested that the body lay in 
state at the chamber of deputies pend- 
ing the funeral.
